It 
will be a very expensive book, but 
probably not popular. The critics will 
grumble awfully about it. People will 
buy it and put it away to read when 
they have time. All the characters in 
it will be more or less mutinous about 
the figures they cut in the. story. 
Nevertheless, the book promises to be 
accepted as a work of merit, all things 
considered, and to go on the shelves 
alongside of the most important docu- 
ments in human history. So big a ¢gon- 
tract was never offered for signatures 
before, nor one of such compelling 
necessity.
